The question frequently asked by specta- 
tors at the leading live stock shows of the 
country when the champion awards are 
made is “Will these grand champions pro- 
duce.” We have numerous examples of the 
splendid service performed by grand cham- 
pion bulls of the several breeds as many of 
these champions were sired by prize win- 
ning bulls. A recent survey made from the 
records of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association reveals the fact that 
there is considerable difference in the num- 
ber of progeny left by the grand champion 
females at the International Live Stock Ex- 
position since 1908 when the first grand 
championship was awarded. These records 
may not be complete because only the calves 
recorded are listed upon the produce record. 

The first female grand championship was 
awarded in 1903 when Vala 37888 was 
grand champion as a four year 
old cow. Vala has three calves 
recorded to her credit. In 1904 
Blackbird 24th 44725 was made 
grand champion as a four year 
old cow. Her record shows ten 
calves recorded. In 1905 Black- 
bird 26th 54457 was the grand 
champion as a four year old 
cow. She has eight calves re- 
corded. The 1904 and 1905 
champions were both sired by 
Black Monarch of Emerson 
30331. The 1906 champion was 
Eileen Lass 73102 who has two 
calves recorded to her credit. 
Glenfoil Queen 2d 88143 cham- 
pion in 1907 shows only one 
calf recorded to her credit. Her 
Majesty 2d 89149 was the grand 
champion in 1908 and has no 
offspring recorded. Barbara 
McHenry 24th 104144, grand 
champion as a three year old in 
1910 has six calves recorded.

Leave it to Alec Minty to put things over. At the 1929 Mich- 
igan State fair he did his part and did it well. There is something 
else to this cattle business other than just show cattle even though 
one happens to have a grand champion bull—at least so thinks Mr. 
Minty who made it a point to uphold the beef producing banner 
for his state. 


While it was a fact that his steer brought a good price, the 
buyers were in turn pleased with the dressing percentages. A post 
card from Mr. Crapo reports that Alec’s steer dressed 71.70 per 
cent hot weight. It is customary to deduct about two points for 
shrinkage from hot to cold weights which would make the net 
dressing percentage 69.70, which is an excellent yield. Secretary 
Tomhave says “this steer was a good killing kind, and I am not 
surprised that he dressed as well as he did.” 

Some of Alec’s friends who appreciate seeing him handled 
roughly by the auctioneer 
kindly supplied the fol- 
lowing clipping from a lo- 
cal newspaper and we are 
unable to give credit for 
the cleverly written story. 
Anyhow it is good enough 
to pass along to Alec’s 
friends who read the Jour- 
nal. Read it carefully and 
see if it isn’t Alec over 
and over again: 

It will go down into 
Ionia’s saga of Gov. Fred 
W. Green that the Gover- 
nor did right by Alec 
Minty on Governor’s Day 
at the Michigan State 
Fair. 

Alec is an Ionian who 
knew Gov. Green back in 
those homey days when 
the Governor was making 
Ionia’s mayoralty elections 
first person singular. Gov. 
Green has not forgotten. 

He gave his best vo- 
cal and persuasive efforts 
Friday afternoon in the 
Coliseum of the Fair 
Ground to elevate his 
friend Alec to the seventh 
heaven of every cattle- 
man—92 cents a pound 
for beef on the hoof.

tioneer. 

Perched in the auctioneer’s box, Gov. Green looked down upon 
gray-haired Alec Minty holding the halter of Don Dean, grand 
champion of all beef breeds at the Fair, bred and reared in Ionia 
County at the Woodcote farm, owned by Dwight Cutler, of Detroit. 


The Governor and Alec exchanged glances. The Governor 
fidgeted in the auctioneer’s box a bit nervously. 

“Folks,” he explained, “I’ve got a man-sized job. I’ve known 
Alec Minty for 25 years. He’s from my home town. If I don’t get 
him a good price, I won’t dare go back to Ionia, will I Alec?” 

Alec had no answer. He was busy trying to make 1,200 pounds 
of royal black Aberdeen-Angus steer act like a kitten. 

The governor went to work on the cattle buyers with both 
hands, with magic tactics that drew the admiration of old L. W. 
Lovewell, an auctioneer for 40 years, who later in the afternoon 
sueceeded Gov. Green in the auctioneer’s box. 

“As an auctioneer,’ Mr. Lovewell remarked, professionally, 
“as an auctioneer the Governor is red hot, sir, red hot!” 

With both hands swinging Gov. Green wanted to know what

Through the years there has been a variance of opinion 
amongst judges at the fall shows and fairs as to type, ete. It is 
no uncommon thing to note comment like this at a ringside: “As 
soon as he (referring to the official judge) makes this placing I 
will know where I am at.” Leading to the thought that showmen 
hardly know when they are fitting their cattle what to expect at 
the hands of the judges. This is not true to so marked a degree 
with the Aberdeen-Angus and yet there are times when one won- 
ders whether it would be better to use the more trained and skill- 
ed judges and use them oftener during the season. 

An old time showman made this comment in a letter recently 
at hand: “We had truly a great showing of Aberdeen-Angus and 
it was a pleasure to see the fine work of the judge. I can assure 
you we were all put where we belonged and I hope the time will 
come when we can have such able and capable men do the work at 
the majority of our important shows in this country.”

TENDENCY IN WESTERN RANGE AREA 
IS TOWARD SMALLER CATTLE RANCHES. 

On Western cattle ranges the tendency is toward operation on 
a smaller scale and greater distribution of land ownership, Virgil 
V. Parr of the U. S. Department of Agriculture points out. To 
maintain profits, he says, the ranchman will need to pay closer at- 
tention to the details of his business, the management of his herds, 
and of the range he owns, controls, or shares with other ranchers. 

As a rule ranching now includes more farming and cropping 
than in the early era of the open range. Also ranch acreage is de- 
creasing, but in the northern Great Plains area, Mr. Parr points 
out, many ranchmen are adding to their owned holdings by acquir- 
ing abandoned homesteads of settlers who have given up their 
efforts toward dry farming. 

In Farmers’ Bulletin 1395-F, Beef Cattle Production in the 
Range Area, just issued in a revised edition by the U. S. Depart- 
menet of Agriculture, Mr. Parr has summarized the methods of 
management that have proved most profitable and satisfactory in 
the range area. It is intended as a guide to aid men engaging in 
the business and as an aid to established ranchers in comparing 
their methods with the best practice.

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“The temptation to overstock during years of good prices,” ri 


Mr. Parr warns, “is one of the most difficult things a cattleman of 
the western ranges has to overcome. There is a tendency among 
many to stock heavily during good years to recover losses sustained 
during bad years, and the usual result is that the gamble is carried 
one year too far and a repetition of loss occurs generally about 
the time previous losses are recovered.” 

For economical feeding a good stand of forage grasses is high- 
ly desirable. Range improvement is good business, either on owned 
land or by cooperative agreement between cattlemen operating on 
the open range. ‘Many stockmen,” says Mr. Parr, “when they con- 
sider range improvement, think first of artificial reseeding. In- 
vestigations on the typical range areas have definitely shown that 
natural revegetation is far more practical than attempts at artifi- 
cial reseeding. Th first essential is to limit the number of stock 
to approximately the proper carrying capacity. Secondly the range 
should be so grazed as to give an opportunity for a high percen- 
tage of the palatable vegetation to reach maturity.”

We took a jaunt down through southern 


Iowa and northern Missouri the middle of 


September to take a look at the cattle Bob 
Larmer, Hail Catterson and Frisby & Fris- 
by were planning to sell in their auctions. 
We tramped around in the pastures until 
nearly sun down then hit the trail north, 
headed for Sioux City where the Boys and 
Girls were to stage their Third Annual 
Baby Beef Show at the Union Stock Yards. 
It was pretty late that night when we 
reached town and we feared that the show 
would be over, however, at breakfast How- 
ard Gramlich who was to judge the calves 
informed us that the show would not start 
before nine o’clock, so there was plenty of 
time to go out to the yards and inspect the 
calves and become better acquainted with 
the boys and girls who had worked so faith- 
fully all summer preparing the calves for 
this and other shows. Many of the calves 
had been champions at their home shows so 
this was to be a selection from top notchers. 

There were 320 calves entered, nearly 
half of which were Herefords, while the 
Shorthorns were there with better than 100 
head. The Aberdeen-Angus breed was re- 
presented by only 66 head. There were not 
so many of the Blacks but the quality was 
there and it was not difficult to see that 
there were several calves in the Black string 
that might make trouble up toward the 
head of the line. The Herefords were 
passed on first and it was a beautiful string 
of calves. They showed much improvement 
over former shows. Likewise the Short- 
horns looked better than ever before. But 
for all that the Bonnie Blacks looked best 
as they slipped out of their stalls and fell 
in line out in the wide street before the 
barns where calves were shown in the open. 

The task of selecting was rapidly dispos- 
ed of. Thirty-seven head were ordered out 
of the line and placed at one end of the 
street. The remainder of the calves were 
grouped for the auction and then dismissed. 
There were so many good calves in the 
Black string that it was rather difficult to 
say just what was going to happen. Prof. 
Gramlich, from the University of Nebraska, 
took his time and did an excellent piece of 
work. 

When the lineup suited him and he told 
the men to place the ribbons we hopped in 
to see what we could learn about the calves 
at or near the top. Elmer Johnson of Ki- 
ron, Iowa, seemed so interested that we be- 
gan to suspicion that he might have sup- 
plied one of these calves. Inquiry revealed 
the fact that he had sold the calves that 
stood first, second, third, and sixth, all of 
which had been sired by a son of old Earl 
Marshall. The first calf had been fitted by 
Jacob Peterson of Lawton, the second by 
Arnold Anderson of Hinton, the third by 
Helen Baxter of Battle Creek and the sixth 
by Forrest Spencer of Bronson. Mary 
Nicholas of Lawton placed her calf in fourth 
place and he was sired by another son of 
Earl Marshall. Her calf had been bred and 
raised in the home herd. Fifth place was 
captured by Jim Crawford of Onawa with 
a calf sired by a bull from the Kirschbaum 
herd at Defiance, Iowa, whose name the 
lad did not know. 

In the finals Jacob Peterson succeeded in 
securing the grand championship with his 
steer, and Arnold Anderson who placed sec- 
ond in class came near crowding into re- 


serve place which finally went to one of the 
best Shorthorn steers seen in some time. 

At the auction the grand champion Aber- 
deen-Angus steer again demonstrated the 
fittness of things when he sold to the Chica- 
go & Northwestern Railway Company at 
the splendid price of $83.50 per cwt. The 
reserve champion Shorthorn steer sold to 
Davidson Brothers at 37% cents per pound, 
and the first prize Hereford sold to Stoup 
& Schaffer at 30 cents per pound. 

This Peterson family seems to have a 
faculty of growing and showing grand 
champions for it is recorded that Jacob’s 
sister last year secured this same honor 
with an Aberdeen-Angus calf.

the boat, the S. S. Carmia, who alwg 
spoke kind words to us and cheered us e 
our journey. 

Well the seas began later to quieten but 
the sound of a fog horn went buzzing thro’ 
our ears and continued for a day or two 
and then the fog lifted a little and then 
came on again along with an awful cold. 
ness. It came from the icebergs that went 
floating past and we sailed on and on till 
one day at 10, we sighted land, yes land 
where could we be, or it’s Newfunlan’, q 
man said that’s the way the Natives speak 
it, but we Scotch call it “Newfoundland,” 
Well, what’s in a name anyway for any 
place when it’s all covered with snow and 
the wind coming off it and no cover to keep 
you warm. 

However, coming from a cold country, we 
all stood up to it well because we were be- 
ing well fed for it and we had some Scotch 
in us to keep us going. Then round Father 
Point too. 

The Doctor boarded in early morning to 
see all aboard were sound (Healthy) and 
the only trouble that was, some of us were 
too sound (asleep). All passed and away 
we went and the crew knew at once that we 
would reach Quebec soon, or the botton, if 
we struck an iceberg. However, we did not 
and we came up the flooded St. Lawrence 
with the off-lying mountains covered with 
snow, till we reached Quebec at 6 P. M. 
Monday after nine and one-half days voy- 
age. 

A wonderful place, I thought was Quebec. 
I really thought it strange, all of a sudden 
I thought I was not hearing right, because 
I could not understand what the people 
were saying, but our guard did and they 
had carriages waiting our arrival and we 
were taken off ship at 7 o’clock and after 
officials examining us, marched to the rail- 
way car and went off on another railway 
journey to a place called, Levis, about 20 
miles away, just a few miles from Quebec 
Bridge, that spans the St. Lawrence.

Capitalize oz Your Experience

Now that the fairs are over 
and done with there is a slight 
lull in 4-H activities, calf 
clubbers have an opportunity 
to stop and think about next 
season’s project. And in do- 
ing so, many boys and girls 
will turn to the records of this 
year’s outstanding prize win- 
ners as a guide for their choice 
of a calf and its care. It is, 
of course, always well for a 
person to learn from his own 
experience, but observation of 
the experiences of others is a 
good guide post for the boy 
or girl who wishes to get 
ahead quickly. 

Alvin Jorgensen, Elk Horn, Iowa 4-H boy 
whose pure bred Aberdeen-Angus calf, Re- 
volution 90th won the grand championship 
over 570 club calves at the Iowa State Fair 
has an experience that should be well worth 
knowing, especially for boys and girls who 
are aiming for next year’s honors. 

Alvin’s victory in club work was not, as 
many might think, a mere matter of chance 
or “just a good piece of luck.” It took the 
ambitious boy six years of conscientiously 
directed work to reach the goal that he had 
set for himself—the top of calf club work 
in Iowa. During those six years Alvin 
gained experience in selecting, feeding and 
caring for his club calves, and did not al- 
low himself to become discouraged when his 
winnings fell short of his goal. 

Last autumn when the time arrived to 
invest in a calf for the year’s project, Al- 
vin’s Dad paid a visit to Harrison & Ryan, 
well known Aberdeen-Angus breeders at 
Harlan, Iowa, and chose a calf for his son 
to work with. Upon arriving home he told 
his son of his choice, and advised him to go 
over aitd have a lok at it himself. Accord- 
ingly the boy examined it, disagreed with 
his Dad’s choice, and selected another one, 
Revolution 90th, son of Harrison & Ryan’s 
grand champion bull Blackcap Revolution. 
Alvin knew, of course, that heredity is a 
strong factor in the choice of a calf, and he 
also knew that a long list of ribbons had 
been won by the sons and daughters of the 
famous Blackcap Revolution, so he had good 
grounds for thinking that he already had a 
running start in the race for grand cham- 
pionship. 

Work on his project began promptly on 
December first. Alvin started the 290 
pound calf out on a ration of ground ear 
corn and roughage, and by January first, 
had put him on full feed with a ration of 
one-third barley and two-thirds corn. Still 
later he changed to equal parts of corn and 
barley. Linseed oil, which was used through- 
out the feeding period, reached a maximum 
of two pounds daily and a small amount of 
molasses was added to the mixture. Hay 
and other bulky feeds were used sparingly 
during the last few months before the fair. 

Under diet, and the excellent care and 
feeding that the young cattleman gave him, 
Revolution 90th gained at the rate of 2.7 
pounds each day, and grew until at fair 
time he tipped the scales at 1000 pounds. 

Alvin’s experience is but one of many 
other sucessful Aberdeen-Angus projects 
that 4-H boys and girls may call to mind as 
they prepare for next season’s club work. 
In ‘thinking the matter over, however, his 


motto should be foremost in 

the minds of every 4-H club- 

ber—“aim high.”

seded by the workings of the cooperative 
marketing and auctioning associations. : 

The great bulk of the eggs produced in 
the Netherlands are handled by these gath- 
ering and distributing organizations which 
have headquarters in every important cen- 
ter of the country. 

The Free Market. 

It may be well to examine the working o1 
some of these cooperative groups. At 
Barneveld is the largest free egg Market 
as distinguished from an auction. Here, 
the municipality has provided a large roof- 
ed egg hall where the farmers themselves 
bring their eggs for sale. Some forty im- 
portant dealers from all over the Nether- 
lands come to this center to purchase eggs 
directly from the farmers’ baskets. Many 
buy here for export to England and Ge1- 
many, and some for Argentine and South 
Africa. All of these dealers have two or 
three packers in their employ. At the back 
of the hall are many packing sheds where 
the dealers may rent quarters for counting 
and packing their purchases. 

Quantities Handled. 

The activity of the place can be imagined 
when it is understood that during the rush 
season in March, April and May, as many 
as two million eggs may change hands on 
market Thursday. In the year 1928, 44,- 
826,000 eggs were sold here as compared 
with 36,000,000 in the previous year. Pay- 
ment takes place at small counters. The 
eggs sold at the Barneveld market are all 
laid within a radius of five miles. 

Size of District. 

The municipality comprises the five vil- 
lages of Barneveld, Voorthuizen, Garderen, 
Kootwijk, and Radio-Kootwijk, and _ ten 
hamlets; it has a population of somewhat 
over 13,000 inhabitants and an area of about 
42,000 acres. Almost every one in this 
community keeps hens and nearly every- 
body does some business in this line. One 
gets here an idea of the great intensity of 


production. 
The N. N. C. 

At Leeuwarden, in the northern province 
of Friesland the gathering and selling of 
eggs is conducted by a large firm, known as 
the North Netherlands Cooperative Egg, 
Poultry, Rabbit and Bee Product, Food and 
Fruit Trade, commonly called the N. N. C. 
Its sources of supply extend throughout the 
three northern provinces of Friesland, Gron- 
ingen and Drenthe. The membership com- 
prises no less than 338 local associations, 
with a joint individual membership of 1600 
persons. The firm was established in 1903. 
Its aim is to receive and sell the eggs and 
other articles sent in by the member as- 
Sociations, to buy food and supplies for 
them on a cooperative basis, and generally 
to promote their interests. lh te 

tudy courses and lectures are given and

breeding stations encouraged. Members 
are obligated to ship eggs to one of the 
common centers and purchase all supplies 
from these sources 


Control of Production. 


Kach individual member is supplied with 
a rubber stamp bearing the name of his 
particular association and his own number. 
The members are registered by number in 
the warehouses located in each of the pro- 
vincial capitals. Each egg must bear the 
number and association stamp of the pro-. 
ducer. Before eggs are placed in the trade 
or exported, they are carefully candled. If 
any old or bad eggs appear, the member 
whose number is stamped on the eggs has 
such eggs returned to him and he is fined. 
The Leeuwarden firm dealt in about 23,- 
700,000 eggs in 1927. Last year’s figures 
are not available. The figure covers their 
sales in the three provinces. The firm does 
not pickle eggs in lime nor supply cold stor- 
age facilities. These matters are for the 
attention of buyers. 

Every Tuesday in the city of Groningen 
in the northern province of the same name, 
buyers and sellers of eggs gather in the 
egg and produce exchange. As in Barne- 
veid, the smaller producers bring their own 
eggs to this market. The larger dealers 
sell from warehouse stocks in the outer 
gathering centers. In the height of sea- 
son, the size of the lots sold varies from 
five to sixty thousand. In the least active 
part of the year, the weekly turnover at 
the Groningen market is about 50,000. This 
rises to one or two millions of eggs in the 
spring months of heaviest laying. Aside 
from the branch of the Leeuwarden coop- 
erative firm which is active in Groningen, 
there is as yet no organized trade in the 
latter city. A year ago, an egg exchange 
was established in Groningen with about 
fifty members comprising buyers and sell- 
ers in the egg trade. 

Only fresh eggs are handled in Gronin- 
gen, there being no cold storage or lime 
pickling pits. All handling and sorting is 
done by the buyers.

bred cattle condemned because of tubercu- 
losis are announced by the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, United States Department of 
Agriculture. The maximum Federal share 
in indemnity payments for grade cattle is 
increased from $25 to $35, and the amount 
for pure bred cattle has been raised from 
$50 to $70. The new scale became effec- 
tive February 19, 1929, through the passage 
by Congress of the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill for the fiscal year 1930. 

The other provisions in connection with 
the payment of Federal indemnity for tu- 
berculosis cattle are the same as hereto- 
fore, namely, that it shall not be more than 
one-third of the difference between the ap- 
praised value of the animal and the salvage 
value, and that the Federal payments shall 
not exceed the amount to be paid by the co- 
operating State, county, or municipality. |

All plans and arrangements for the 1929, 
Kansas National Live Stock Show, have 
practically been completed, and everything 
indicates that this year’s show will far ex- 
cel our previous records.

It 
is true that the other shows have greater 
stabling facilities, and it is true that they 
will have a greater numebr of exhibits at 
their shows, but when’ considered primarily 
from a quality standpoint, the Kansas Na- 
tional is now on par with any shows in the 
United States. 

While it is not definitely assured, at this 
time, it is believed that the Prince of Wales 
will exhibit at the Kansas National. There 
will be many other prominent breeders at 
the Wichita show this year, and, although 
the entries do not close until October 26th, 
several have already sent in their entries to 
this year’s show, which is very unusual and 
indicates more than anything else, the in- 
terest that has been aroused in the Kansas 

National. 

The Horse Show, which is one of the in- 
teresting features, in connection with the 
Stock Show, also promises to be of unusual 
class and merit this year. Many of the 
largest stables in the country will be here, 
and all of the old time favorites who have 
oer the Wichita show for years will be 

ack. 

The premiums for the Stock Show have 
been greatly increased, due to the fact that 
the State appropriation is greater than ever 
before and the additional money offered ex- 
hibitors, together with the fact that ar- 
rangements have been completed to run a 
special train from the. Pacific International 
at Portland, and the Ak-Sar-Ben at Omaha, 
accounts, in a great measure for the in- 
crease in entries and the high quality of 
exhibits coming to Wichita this year. 

This show will be held Nov. 11th to 14th 
inclusive.
